Care Of | 
Spastic 
Children 


By H. N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 

‘OWADAYS more and more 

attention is being given ‘by 
the. medical profession to the 
problems of spastic children, 
those unfortunate youngsters, 
who, because of birth injurles or 
faulty development of the brain, 
come {nto the world seriously 
handicapped. 

Some of these little patients 
have what is known as spastle 
palsy; and certain muscles are 
in a state of almost constant 
movement. Others have a rigid 
paralysis of certain muscles. 
Thes? children often develop 
deformities because the constant 
pull of tense contracted muscles 
is so ‘great that it cannot be 
counteracted by normal musclo 
groups, Furthermore, the ten- 
dons: which attach these abnor- 
mal muscles to the bone do not 
#row as. rapidly as the bones. ~ 
‘ - Carcful Study 

If these children are to be 
helped, a careful study must bo 


‘made to determine the muscles }~ 


which are spastic; weak and re+ 
laxed, or normal, 

Braces are often helpful. It 
must be kept in mind, however, 
that such braces are used chicily 
to control’ the muscles that, dre 
overly-strong and not to support 
the weak muscles. Thus, braces 
must be especially constructed 
and fitted with extreme care. 

The fect should be bathed 
daily and perfect-fitting socks 
should be worn. 

If there is a back brace, it fs 
better to hayv2 no underclothing 
between the brace and the skin 
of the child. ‘The brace should 
be checked often to mnke sure 
that it is"properly fitted. If-the 
brace Is properly fitted, it may 
eventually be worn day and 
night, : : 

-Oprrations sometimes naccom- 
plish a great deal for these 
children. The type of operation 
which may be of value, how- 
ever, can only be decided by an 
orthopacdic specialist, after he 
has made a careful study of the 
condition. It {s often wise to 
continue the use of braces after 
on operation, to prevent the re- 
currence of deformiles.. .

Playing out of a bunker or trap became go ensy for 
Gene Sarazen when he was competing in tournaments. 
regularly that it was always suspected that he delibers 
ately played into thery when he was nhead in érder to 
give the gallery the thrill of watching him get out. This 
iy one of the easiest shots in golf, but, most beginners 

“are terrified at the idea of having to play out of a 


bunker.

You don't even have to hit the ball a an short: 
All you have to do is to hit the sand 
Of course, it must be done properly, 


bunker shot.

but it isn’t hard to do with the ‘sand wedge we use to- 


day. : 

Let's discuss short bunker 
shots” first. To simplify the 
short bunker shot use a sand 
wedge with as much flange rs 
possible. The ‘deat club for 
this shot is a sand wedge of the 
typo favoured by the tournament 
professionals. The ordinary 
nine fron digs too decply into 
the sind. A 

Tho snnd wedge J meon fs o 
heavy club, deeply lofted, with 
a lnrge amount of clubface sur- 
face tnd a large flange which 
prevents the club from digging 
{oo deeply. If you use this kind 
of a sand wedie start the shot 
with the idea in mind that you 
are poling to Ict the club do the 
job. By ‘that I mean that you 
nre going to swing it, not scoop 
it. These clubs ure so heavy 
that they will practically swing 


themselves If you let them. 


TRIPOD POSITION 

On bunker shots assumo the 
same. tripod position you take 
on any other full swing shot. 
The stance, however, Is opened 
considerably and your hips are 
facing to the Ieft. 

Make sure that you are loose 
ond ensy and under no obvious 
strain. It is very important, 
however, for your feet to be 
well anchored on: ‘this shot, 
otherwise they may slip in the 
sand. 

Plant your feet firmly in the 
sand and ‘then wiggle them 
around jo make sure that you 
are solidly placed. While you 
are wisiling them around to 
secure good footing take notice 
of the firmness and lexture of 
the sand. This knowledge will 
help you te deelde how the shot 
should be played, - 

Of course, there Is a penulty 
for touching the sand -or soling 
the club at address, but alm ap. 
proximately one Inch back of 
the ball for most bunker shots. 
As you do this size up the ter- 
rain between the trap. and the 
flag. If you can't sev it from 
where you are standing at the 
ball take the.time to climb out 
of the trap and look {t over. 


EXPLOSION: SHOT 


The clubface !s open as you 
address the ball. Your hands 
ore out in front. You are now 
ready to explode the ball out of 
the bunker.or trap on all shots 
on which you can reach’ the 
freen with the explosion shot. 

In taking the club back on the. 
backswing break your wrists 
early, The idea Is to’ let the 
club come up falrly abruptly 
because It is necessary to hit 


first to. bring. you: dawn into the 
hitting: position. - With: the club 
on the outside hit down across 
the Ine, mnking. sure that the 
clubface {9 open. The club 
bites into the sand approxi- 
mately one Inch behind the balt 
and gocs on through to the. 
finish with the clubfaca — stilt 
open. “ 

THE FOLLOW THROUGH. . 

Tho follow: through is highly 
tmportant. Crossing over the 
hands or closing the face of the 
club during this shot will cause 
you to-shank. Shanking {s one 
of the most serious errors in- 
nolf. 

Obviously, this shot requires 
a firm grip. But in spite of 
that don’t tighten up, 

On Jong bunker shols the 
stance and the address are the 
same os on short bunker shots,’ 
but there are two other very 
important differences ‘in the 
way the shot is played.’ 

The first of these two 
differences ts in club selection, 
On short bunker shots I nd- 
vocated using the heavy sand 
wedge, but on long bunker 
shots the club used will depend 
on the lenrth of ' the shot re- 
quired, 

A stood rule to remember is 
to always tnke one more club 
thon you would from the satae 
distance on the fairway. Hitling 
the sand will deaden the shot 
just about one club, sometimes 
two, What the difference will 
be will depend on whether the 
send ts heavy or Ilght. 

SAND CONSISTENCY 

It Is n good Iden to determine 
the consistency of the sand In 
the bunkers while you are wig- 
Hing your ‘feet. around to make 
sure of your footing, just as It 
was oon short bunker shots. 
There are no tips Iocan give 
you about learning how to re~- 
copnise the consistency of the: 
sand and Its effect.on the shot, 
or I would. After you have 
played o few shots out of the 
sand you should begin to have 
some iden: of how to - jude 
whether the ball comes out slow 
or fast. : 

Your problem on long bunker 
shots is not,only to get out of 
the bunker, but also to get ns 
much distance as __ possible. 
When the tournoment profes- 
sionals find themselves 200 to 
250 yards from the green in a 
bunker they will often play the 
shot with a four-wood, but only 
when the He ts good. In using 
the four-wood, or any other 


‘down Into“ the—sand—on~ the [wood for ‘that matter;-out: of-a~ 


downswing until the clubface 
digs Into the sand behind the 
ball. In spite of. this, however, 
the bunker shot {s made with o 
full swing, not a scoop, as the 
flange will prevent the clubface 
from digging Into the sand too 
deeply. : : 
As you, break the wrists on 
the backswing, take the club 
back slightly on the outside of 
the ne of flight you plan. Use 
a long backswing because it 
must moke a smooth trajectory 
with the club, not a jerky one. 
Start the club down from. the 
top the same ds on all other 
shots.
